‘THE MONEY MARKET. : 
The outstanding feature of the year 10 
the London money market hag been the 
low level at. which moncy rates have 
been artificially maintained for the pur-, 
‘poses of war, For the first timo in bank- 
fing history a discrimination has been 
Yeon made between foreign and domestin 
money. In order to prevent their with- 
drawal it wag agreed with the Bank of 
England to allow. 4} per cent, on forcign 
balances ‘held in the country, and this 
rate has been maintained throughout, the 
Ae fogards domestic money, the Bank 
of England, on the @nd January, 1916, 
reduced the rate of intercst on banks’ 
balances from 4 per cent, to 3.1/2 per 
cent. and, on the 14th February, the rate 
was furtber reduced to 3 per cent. To 
eliminate competition with Treasury 
Bills, which were being offered at the re- 
duced rate of 3.1/2 pér cont., it wae 
arranged that banks generally ghould not 
offer more‘than 3 per cent, for deposits 
of any kind, long or,short. Tho peculiar 
cirevmatancen of the Eastern banks, with | 
their large holdings of long term de- 
posits, was recognised by the concession 
that, current deposits might be renewed 
at existing rates for perjoda of not lesa 
than onc year. The result of theso ar- 
rangemente -hag been ao saving to the 
Government of about 14 per cent. on 
their borrowings from the market os 
sompared with the previous year. - 
| Reverses and euccesacs on the ficld of 
battle have had very little effect upon 
the rates for money and discount.

million, of the silver dollars in the 
Treasury originally coined from the 420 
million vunces of silver purchased under 
tha "Bland Act’' of 1875 and the 
“ Bherman Act" of 1890. The Treasury 
is under obligation to purchase, at the 
price of a dollar an ounce, an amount of 
silver equivalent tu that of the gilver 
dollars sold under the “ Pittman Act," 
but there is no stipulation as to time. 
In anticipation of the passing of this 
Bill, the London quotation rose rather 
rapidly from 46,1/2d, op the toth April 
to 49.1 /4d. on the 2ith and eventually, 
on the passing of the Bill, the New York 
quotation advanced to a dollar an cunce, 
From then onwards, the market hag been 
characterised by long spells of unchang- 
ed quotation; from the 13th May Cill the 
2nd July 48.7/8d. was the quotation; 
from the 2nd July till the 2); August, 
48,13/16d.; from the Zist August till the 
12th November 49.1/2.; from the 12th 
November till the 6th December, 44.3/41. ; 
from the 6th December till ith Febr- 
vary, 44.7/16.; and from the Ith Febr- 
wary the price was 47.7 /Kd, until the 
2uth February, when it deelined to the 
present quotation of 47.8/4d., the last 
sia quotationg being the maximum price 
sanctioned by the British Treasury dur. 
ing these periods. The decline in price 
aince 12th November was due tw lower 
insurance and freight rates on the 
Atlantic. In August, owing to the ox- 
treme necessity that India and the British 
Mint should secure more silver, the U.8 
Government fixed the maximum price at 
101.1/2 cents, and at the same time pro- 
hibited the export of silver, except under 
licence, for essential civil and military 
purposes, thereby curtailing the large 
shipments required for China, 

This prohibition of exports from the 
United Btates was very shortly followed 
by a similar prohibition in Canada, and 
the amounts secured by the Allies for 
coinage, purposes has, consequently, veny 
much inereased. Owing, however, to the 
insatiable demand for rupeos in India, 
the requirements for coinage still seem 
far from sativfied. Thig is all the more 
remarkable in view of the cnormons 
amounts that were purchased during the 
past year for India and also for the 
‘Home Mint. The signing of the Armis- 
tice on November ilth has had no im- 
mediate effect on the silver market, nor 
in it tikely to in the near future; it 
appears probable that a fixed maximum 
price will continue for some time, 

[ need scarcely tell you, gentlemen, 
how important it is for all of us, for mer. 
-chantg as much as bankers, that the price 
of silver should be reasonably stable, 
because on that necessarily dependa the 
rates of exchange with gold-using coun- 
tries. We consider a low rate of ex. 
change is on tho whole more beneficial 
to trade out here, especially so in the 
enae of certain industries where tnbour 
figureg largely in the cost of production ; 
but whether the rate be high or low, what 
is of paramount importance, and what 
we do, above all, desire, is a steady, ex- 
change: trade and prices of commodi- 
ties adjust, themselves in time fo any 
rate, 

GROWING DEMAND FOR SILVER. 

Notwithstanding the legislation of the 
last fifty years, silver is stil] a power in 
tho world, and hag to be reckoned with. 
But it is in no eense the rival of gold. 
On the contrary, it is a most friendly 
assistant and shares wtih gold in no 
inconsiderable degree the burden of 
earrying the commerce of the world, If 
by- legislation silver were entirely dis- 
corded og a medium of exchange in the 


bullion 


present silver-using countries, the whole] 


urden would bo thrown on gold. The 
yolume of the metallic medium of ex- 
change in the world would be diminished. 
and prices in terms of gold must fall 
al! round, This would be particularly un- 
desirable at the present moment when tho 
gold supply shows signs of slackening, 
and when, as we hope, the commerce of 
the world ig about to enter on a period 
of great expansion. No such fears, 
however, need be entertained; on the 
contrary, the demand for silver for 
currency purposes is likely to grow. 
ough excluded from the currencics of 
Wostearn nations, except for subsidiary 
coinage, there are still large areas of 
the world whero silver ig required and 
where it is tho only acceptable and satis- 
factory modium of exchange. The ope- 
rations of our armies in Palestine and 
Mesopotamia, and in what wa, Gprman 
Enst Africa, have alrendy created a new 
demand for silver, and as these regions 
become settled the demand is bound to 
continue, With security, the production 
of foodstuffs ond raw. materials will 
rapidly incronse, trade will expand, and 
money in the shape of silver will be re- 
quired to carry it. Tho same may. bo 
anid of other largo parts of Africa. 
Hero, in Ohina, when the political tur- 
moil is over and railway construction 
cnn be resumed, and, when exports long 
held up aro again treo to flow, it in 
cortnin that the balance of tradg will 
eall for considorable imports of silver. 
In Shanghai and tho North phore is likely

I feel I cannot pass over the subjeob 
of the Maritime Custom without a re- 
ference tu the highly regrettable public 
attack recently made against the Head 
of the Service by one of its late members, 
und which is apt. to create erroncous 
impressions amongst those not conversant 
with the great value of the work dove for 
China by the Customa Service. In an 
administration whieh is the growth of 
wixty yeary of compromiae, it is hardly 
possible tha, anomalies shuuld no, sur- 
vive, which cannot always be remedied 
by a stroke of the pet.

, CHINA’S BALY REVENUES; 

* The Bale Revenues have shown remark- 
able vitality in spite of the disordery in 
the country. -The total amount credited 
in the year by the Group Banks was - 
$71,804,000. Of this sum, however, ubout 
15 million dollars were retained by loca) 
authorities, including those in Kwang- 
tung, Bzechuen and Yunnan, and certain 
minor amounts were lost, owing to mili- 
tary operations or attendhnt causes, A! 
reserve of $10,000,000 was maintained 
throughout the year. 


The collection of duty in the Swatow 
area of Kwangtung was voluntarily dis- 
continued for the time being on January 
4th, 1019, as a protest againet the intro- 
duction of objectionable monopolies of 
sole under the auspices of the Canton 
Military Government. In the adjoiningt 
areag of Fukicn control ia at the moment ~ 
rendered impossible owing to the pro- 
vailing disorder and to the actions of tho 
Y¥unnanese troops, but the revenue deriv. 
ed from these oreng has, in any case, 
boen comparatively emall, 


Owing w the high exchange and the 
surplug collections by the = Mari- 
time Customs, the Salt Bevenug hag 
only been called upon to pay about & » 
million dollars during ¢he year in respects 
of the obligations ¢harged upon it. On 
the other hand, nearly 2} million 
dollars were refunded to the Sale Ro- 
venue by the Customs in respect of paya 
mnetite made for the Boxer Indemnity id 
1916. ’ 

In November last, Bir Richard Dano 
retired from the post, of Associate Chicf 
Inspector of Balt Revenue and was 
succocded by Bir Reginald Gamble, late 
of the Indian Civil Bervice; the admin-~ 
istration which Sir Richard Dane build 
up during five years of laborious worle 
ig & monument to hig execytive ability, 
with which hig namo will ever be connect. 
ed. He won the regard and confidenca 
oi all, Chinese and foreigners alike, with

It is just about 70 years agu that the 
great American philoyopher wrote his 
csays on Linglixh Traits after his second 
visit to England. He crossed the 
Atlantic as a result of an invitation 
from a Union of Mechanios’ Institutes in 
Lanoashire and Yorkshire, [t is very in 
leresting tu read, after 70 years, the con 
clusions of this wisc man. ¢ would have 
wanted in this age, nothing better phan a 
federation of the Anglo-Saxon race. Ho 
seems always to emphasize the practical 
common-sense of the English people. At 
a time when the German ideas about 
‘Kultur had not become wide-spread, 
before there was a Kaiser or a German 
Empire, he pointed out that Anglo- 
Saxon ideals would spread all over the 
world, ' Sense and economy must rule 
in a world which is made of sense and 
economy" he wrote ‘and the banker 
with his seven per cent, drives the earl 
out of his castle. A nobility of soldiers 
cannot keep down a commonalty of 
shrowd, scientific persons. What signi- 
fies a pedigree of a hundred links, against 
a cotton-spinner with stcam in his mill; 
or against a company of broad-shoulder 
ed Liverpool merchants, for whom Step 
henson and Brunel are ‘contriving loco- 
motives and a tubular bridge?" Tp is, 
obviously, an exaggeration to call the 
Kaiser and his satellites ‘a nobility ‘of 
soldicrs,’”” bub the finest tand fighting 
machine that the world had ever seen up 
to the year 1910 was ultimately shattered 
by men very fow of whom had had, he- 
fore 1914, any military training. Poste- 
rity will picture the end of pho great war 
almost as a personal struggle between o 
black-coated President Wilson, the peace. 
ful citizen, and the helmeted Kaiser, 
always warlike, fully armoured, and yet 
finally pushed into the abyss. For the 
“eommonalty of shrewd, scientific per. 
sons" built a new and strange machine 
in four yearg which utterly emashed that, 
other engine built up after 40 years of 
thought and lavish expendituro. 

TRE GRAAT STRUGGLE. 

Now that the war is ended we can turn 
our thoughts again to tha other groat 
struggle which is always going on. It ia 
the effort to secure new knowledge, the 

ht in which the prizes ate the secrets 
of Naturo. Every nation ig sidkened of 
fighting other nations. The whole world 
is thinking now of the economic prob- 
tems how ia the whirlwind to be avoid-

During the war there wag immense 
destruction and waste. Human_ lives 
cannot be replaced and we rightly 
mourn their loss. But we need not be 
very pessimistic about the loss of pro- 
perty. The real capital of the world 
iy knowledge. If we compare the know- 
ledge at the diy osal of mankind in this 
era with that available at the close of 
any other great war we realize that the 
old values are out-of-date. Just ag the 
ancient archer would have been powerless 
against, modern tanks and machine-guns, 
so are the old idcag useless in eatimating 
nationa! debts and the results of maro 
than four years of destruction. The work 
of one man such as Faraday; who pro- 
duced the electric dynamo, or of Paraons, 
who showed ug how to use fuel moro 
economically for power purposes, or of 
Watt, who frst used fuel to replace 
muscular energy, may be of more 
material yalue to humanity than all of 
the destruction of capital during the 
war. 

WASTE IN CHINA. 

Perhaps in no part of the world have 
Nature's resources been’ so wasted during 
the last 60 yeara ag in Obina. It is not 
because there aro no Chinese who under- 
stand modero industrial conditions. At 
times there are efforts by patriotic and 
enterprising Chinese merchants. But the 
forces of reaction in the country seem to 
be too strong for them, 

At the invitation of some Chinese mer- 
chants the writer recently inspected an 
industrial undertaking--we will call it 
a factory—in a place remote from Hong- 
kong, The journcy was troublesome—we 
will suppose that the province was Yun- 
nan, although actually that was not ita 
name, but it would bo unfair to say 
where tho factory really was sitaated, 
Thirty: years ogo it had been planned 
and equipped throughout with British 
mavhihery; For 30 years it. had gone 
on working, except for a short interlude 
.of a few months, when it waa looted by 
rbbbors—they may havo called themaclves 
aoldiers—who took away some of the 
bross fittings essential to make ‘‘ tho 
wheels go round.”

The factory made a product mach in 
demand, but the method of working was 
all wrong, yet the fac, was indisputahlo 
that the raw material was going in and 
the finished article was coming out My 
friends were spending about $1,200 a day 
on fuel, labour and raw material; it 
would have been impertinent ta ask tho 
manger of the concern his salary; it wan 
probably about, $200 a month. Tha work's 
manager was a shrewd, clever. but un- 
trained Cantonese, and he was reported 
to be in receipt of $60 a month, In 
Britain a man with his reaponsibilitita 
would have been paid about £1,000 per 
tnnum, 

Text-books atate that the lifg of a 
Lancashire boiler is about 22 years, Yet 
there were boilers, subjected to no scien 
tific supervision, which had been at work 
for 30 years. 

lt wag pardonablg for a Briton to foel 
a pride in that machinery It had, in 
deed, atuod the test of time. One focks 
almost ashamed while attompting to per- 
suade the owners bo replace it with moro 
gconomical and up-to-date plant. It docs 
not acem quite fair to throw at such 
faithful nasistants as these old cranks, 
rodg and boilers. 

A tribute must be paid to the unskilled 
labour in charge of it. If any part of 
it scemed uncasy, an ingenivus mathod 
of dealing with the trouble was devised. 
It is true that the mischievous craze for 
economy was carried to buch a point that 
920 a day wag saved, but $100 a day lost 
by the saving, But the connexion be- 
tween the saving aud the loss was nob 
reulized, otherwiao the owners of the 
plant’would have been very much annoy- 
ed. They were, when it was explained. 
Everyone thought the loss had been duo 
to another reason, 

It was difficul, to understand why tho 
factory was placed about 15 miles from 
the nearest, Chinese town. Ig transpired, 
subsequently, that the inhabitants of tho 
town objected to the tall chimneys, as 
likely tg affect, the '‘ feng-shui.”’ Thore- 
fore the factory wag isolated and the raw 
materia] was carried many milca, Thus 
did superstition cause waste, 

A BRIGHTER FUTURE, 

On tho whole the visit waa encourag- 
ing. The British had maintained their 
reputation fur good machinery. The 
Chinese owners were quite satisfied with 
it, but they very quickly understood tho 
arguments favouring alterations. 

Shanges are coming rapidly. A few 
days ago the writer visited a Chinese fish. 
ing village where ong of bis old etudents 
hag installed electric light. The huts, or 
houses, have straw thatched roofs, They 
are boards on the top of four granite 
piles fixed in marsh ground. The huts 
were most primitive looking chjects. 
Yet into many of them there entered two 
wires carrying electricity for the five 
candle-power lamp which the fisherman 
paid for. My young ex-student explain- 
ed that he charged 60 cents a month for 
tho lamp--after a few months he was con- 
fident that tho fishermen would pay $1 
a month for a 32 candle power lamp. 

A suspicion that some of the larger 
huts wery used for “ fantan " ought, per- 
haps, not to be mentioned. But it was 
curious yhat an ordinary fisherman would 
pay o good deal for light. But even if 
that were so. the electrie ligh, will do 
its work, in ti:ue. Tt is jus the pioneer. 
Sanitation and better housing conditions 
will follow, 

Tn three or four years every village in 
Bouth China with more than a couple of 
thoueand inhabitants will probably have 
electric light. Wo shall see rapid 
changes now that tse wheels of industry 
arg running to supply thy munitions of 
peace. The old struggle against human 
inertia and Naturo will be resumed and 
progress is curtain, even in China.—¥.-C. 
Daily News.
